NUMBER, AGES, AND NATIONALITIES OF 

SEAMEN, AND DISTRIBUTION OF CREWS 

EMPLOYED ON VESSELS REGISTERED IN 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

The census in respect of seamen who were employed 
on 3lst March, 1927, on vessels registered under 
Part I. of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, in the 
United Kingdom, the Isle of Man, and the Channel 





Islands, has been taken in similar detail, with the- 


exception of the changes to which reference is made 
below, to the census of seamen employed on 31st 
March, 1926. The results of that census were pub- 
lished in a supplement to the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal,’’ Vol. CXIX. (New Series), No. 1597, dated 
14th July, 1927. The ratings of the seamen employed 
on 3lst March, 1927, in the coasting, home and foreign 
trades have been classified into three departmental 
groups: deck staff, engine-room staff and stewards. 
A fourth group for ‘‘ others ’’ was distinguished in the 
1926 census, this group including surgeons, pursers, 
such specialists as wireless operators, refrigerating 
engineers and electricians, together with a number of 
miscellaneous ratings. In the 1927 census the 
numbers of such ratings have been classed in that of 
the three groups to which they appertain. The distri- 
bution of the crews and the ages of the seamen are 
shown for 1927 according to certain gross tonnage 
groups of the vessels on which they were employed. 
For the 1926 census a net tonnage grouping was used. 
In both years nationality classification has been limited 
to the distinction of British, Foreigners and Lascars, 
five age groups have been shown, and seamen em- 
ployed on fishing vessels registered under Parts I. and 
IV. of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, and on 
yachts, have been excluded from the scope of the 
censuses. A table showing the numbers of seamen 
_ employed on 31st March, 1927, in vessels holding Sea- 
going passenger certificates, has been added. 

_ The particulars shown in the following tables have 

' been compiled from data collected from lists of crews 

and other documents received by the Registrar-General 

of Shipping and Seamen, at the termination of voyages 

covering the appointed day. ‘They do not show the 

total number of seamen who follow the sea-service, but 

only those actually employed on the specified day on 

sea-trading vessels (i.e., sea-going vessels other than 

yachts and fishing vessels) registered under Part I. of 

the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. In this respect 

they differ from the employment tables published in 

the Annual Statement of Navigation and Shipping, 

which have related prior to 1926, to the first crews of 

all vessels employed at any time during the year. 

In addition to the vessels employed on 31st March, 
1927, there were employed at some other time in the 
course of 1927, 683 vessels of 100 tons net and over, 
their aggregate tonnage being 1,658,973 net and 
2,789,354 gross. The total number of the first crews of 
such vessels in 1927 was 35,101. The number em- 
ployed on vessels under 100 tons which, though not 
having a crew on 3lst March, were employed at some 
time during 1927 has not been ascertained. On 
31st March only 4,293 persons were employed on 
vessels of less than 100 tons net, there being 1,042 
such vessels covered by the Census, whose aggregate 
tonnage was 58,180 net (118,857 gross). 


DEFINITIONS. 

The term “* seamen ”’ is used throughout this Report 
to include all persons, without exception, who appear 
as members of the crew upon the agreements or “‘ lists ’’ 
rendered under Sections 118, 119 or 253 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894. The men included under the 
heading ‘‘ Lascars ’’ are Asiatics and East Africans 
employed on vessels trading either from India to this 
country or mainly in Asiatic or Australian waters and 
serving under agreements which terminate in Asia. 
‘" Coasting trade ’’ is trade from port to port of the 
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United Kingdom (Great Britain and Northern Ireland) 
or the Isle of Man, otherwise than as part of a foreign

of the British Islands and the Continent of Europe]

The Deck Department includes navigating officers, 
able seamen, and all other persons whose duties relate 
directly to the navigation of the ship. Wireless 
operators are also included in the numbers in this 
group, and, in the case of vessels carrying cattle and 
cther animals as cargo, the men attending to such 
animals. The Engine Room Department includes 
engineer officers, firemen, greasers, and all others em. 
ployed in attendance on the main and auxiliary 
machinery. Refrigerating engineers and electricians 
are also included. The Steward’s Department includes 
stewards, cooks and all others employed in attending 


on the passengers or crew. All clerical staff are in- | 
cluded in this group together with pursers, doctors and 


musicians.

It will be seen from the figures shown in the above 
summary table that the steam vessels enumerated at 
81st March, 1927, showed an increase of 5 in number 
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and of 54,808 tons net, as compared with those em- 
ployed at 31st March, 1926, while the motor vessels 
increased by 57 and by 119,498 tons net. The number 
of sailing vessels declined by 17, with a reduction of 
4,983 tons net. The relationship of net to gross 
tonnage of the vessels recorded at 31st March, 1927, 
averaged 1:1°664 for steam vessels, 1: 1°649 for motor 
vessels, and 1:1°196 for sailing vessels. As will be 
seen from the tables on pp. vi.-viii., the proportion of 
net to gross tonnage differed considerably for vessels of 
different sizes. The average net tonnage of the steam 
and motor vessels enumerated was 2,085 in 1926 and 
2,095 in 1927. 

The following table shows the distribution of the 
vessels and their crews between the home (including 
coasting) trade and the foreign trade at the censal dates

Although the number of steam and motor vessels 
enumerated at 81st March, 1927, as in the home (in- 
cluding the coasting) trade increased by 15, as com- 
pared with the number a year earlier, their tonnage 
showed a decrease of 11,278 tons net, and the number 
of seamen employed was fewer by 396; in the foreign 
trade there were increases in 1927 in the number and 
tonnage of steam and motor vessels and of seamen 
employed therein. Sailing vessels decreased in 
number, tonnage and personnel in both trades. 
Separate particulars of the vessels employed at 
3lst March, 1927, in the coasting and in other home 
trades are shown below :—

The figures in the table show that the total number 
of vessels employed in the coasting and in other home 
trades was about the same, but the net tonnage of the 
vessels in the latter was more than double that of the 
vessels employed in the former trade. The average 
size of the crews employed on the date to which the 
figures relate, in coasting and in other home trade 
vessels was in the proportion of about 10 to 18. It 
will be noted that, while only 4 sailing vessels were 
employed in what is known for shipping purposes as 
the ‘" foreign ’’ trade, the number engaged in trading 
with places outside the United Kingdom, but within 
‘home ’’ trade limits, was 117. The aggregate 
tonnage of these 117 vessels did not, however, greatly 
exceed that of the 4 ‘‘ foreign ’’ trade vessels. 
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LLASCARS AND FOREIGNERS. 

British (other than lascars) accounted for 66°0 per 
cent. of the total number of seamen on trading vessels 
on 38lst March, 1927, against 65°8 per cent. on 31st 
March, 1926. In both years about 8 per cent. were 
foreigners (other than lascars). The proportion of 
lasears decreased from 26°2 per cent. in 1926 to 26°0 
per cent. in 1927. 

The crews of the vessels, sailing, motor and steam, 
engaged in the foreign trade were made up as follows 
at the censal dates in 1926 and 1927: —

There was thus an increase of 3,600 British seamen . 
ia 1927, while the numbers of foreign seamen and 
lascars increased by only about 800 and 500 respect- 
ively. ‘The distribution of the lascar crews at 31st 
March, 1926, was examined in detail in the report. 
relating to the census of that date (c.f. “‘ Board of 
Trade Journal,’’ 14th July, 1927). 


CREWS BY DEPARTMENTS. 

The respective numbers recorded in each depart- 
ment at the censal dates in 1926 and 1927 are shown 
in the following table, in which the classification of 
the 1927 crews is given both in the groups dis-

The luxury type of passenger vessel would account 
partly for the number of seamen included in the 
‘ Other ’’ group, a considerable number of specialists: 
being engaged on these vessels to provide additional 
social and other amenities (e.g., musicians, etc.). 
The largest separate class included in this group is. 
that of wireless operators; these ratings numbered 
3,484 in 1927. | 

The re-classification of the numbers shown in the 
‘‘ Other ”’ group in 1927, has added 3,918 to the deck 
total, 1,691 to the engine-room staffs, and 4,034 to- 
staffs grouped with those of the steward’s department. 
For the purpose of the approximate comparison of the 
total numbers employed in the three groups which 
follows, the numbers shown as classed in the ‘* Other ”’ 
group in 1926 have been distributed between the three 
groups in which the 1927 crews are classified in the 
proportion in which the numbers in the ‘* Other ° 
croup in 1927 were found to be distributed : —

The numbers emploved in the three departments — 
show that the percentage of deck and steward’s staffs. 
to the total crews increased from 36'6 and 26'1 in 1926 
to 37°1 and 26°4 respectively in 1927, while engine-room 
staffs declined in relation to the total numbers em- 
ployed from 87°38 per cent. in 1926 to 36°5 per cent. in 
1927. , 
The distribution of the crews employed on 31st. 
March, 1927, in the home (including coasting) trade 
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and in the foreign trade, according to the gross tonnage 
of the vessels on which the seamen were serving, is 
shown in Tables I. and III. on pages vi. and vii.

It will be seen from the above table that British 
seamen employed in the foreign trade included a larger 
proportion of those in the younger age-groups than 
those employed in the home trade, and that in both 
trades a larger proportion of British seamen was under 
25 or over 50 than was the case for foreign seamen.

In the home (including coasting) trade the numbers 
employed in 1927 were smaller than in 1926, decreases 
being recorded in the numbers under 25 years of age 
and at ages between groups 25 and 34 years, whilst 
there was an increase in those whose ages were 35 
years and over, making their proportion of the total 
number greater by 2 per cent. In the foreign trade 
there was an increase in 1927 in the numbers em- 
ployed, the proportion in the age group 25 to 34 years 
(of the total number of seamen whose ages were 
specified) being nearly 1 per cent. greater than in 1926. 

Comparing the age distribution of British seamen 
employed in all trading vessels on the censal date in 
1926 and 1927, seamen under 25 years of age 
accounted for 28°7 per cent. of the total number of 
seamen in 1926 and 28°0 per cent. in 1927, seamen of 
25 to 34 years for 30°6 per cent. and 31°2 per cent. 
respectively, and seamen of 35 years and over for 40°7 
per cent. and 40°8 per cent. respectively. The per- 
centages for 1927 are the proportions of the total 
numbers employed whose ages were recorded. 

The ages of British seamen, other than lascars, 
employed on 31st March, 1927, on all sea-going trading 
vessels, distinguishing the departments in which they

number of seamen whose ages were stated, the age- 
group 18 to 24 vears accounted for 26.4 per cent. of 
the deck staff, 16°8 per cent. of the engine-room staff, 
and 27°0 per cent. of the steward’s department. The 


The following table shows the ages, so far as ascer- 
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respective percentages of the total represented by the 
age groups 25 to 34 and 35 to 49 years were 28'8 anj 
25°0 for deck, 85°1 and 35°6 for engine-room, and 


80°2 and 28'5 for stewards. 


Seamen of 50 years of 


age and over were proportionately more numerous in 
the deck staff (12°4 per cent.) and in the engine-room 
(12°4 per cent.) than in the steward’s department (8'8 
per cent.), while youths under 18 years of age con. 
stituted 7°4 per cent. of the deck and 5°5 per cent. of 
the steward staffs. 
The ages of the seamen, other than lascars, em. 
ployed on 31st March, 1927, in the home trade and 
in the foreign trade, according to the gross tonnage of 
the vessels on which they were serving, are shown in 
Tables II. and IV. on pages vi. and vii. respectively.

Adding the numbers of the first crews of vessels 


which on 3lst March, 1927, were without crews an 
aggregate of about 235,600 is reached for the crews 
of vessels employed during 1927, not including the 
small number employed on vessels under 100 tons net 
which were without crews on 3lst March. The corre- 
sponding aggregate number of seamen employed in 


1926 was 234,000. 


The comparison of the numbers of the crews with 
the number and the tonnage of the vessels involves the 
consideration of numerous factors affecting those rela- 
tions, in respect of which full information is not avail- 


able. 


Considering the numbers of the deck staffs in 


relation to the gross tonnage of the vessels employed 
in the foreign trade in the various groups distinguished, 
the relative numbers show a continuous decrease until 
the vessels of 8,000 to 10,000 tons are reached. 


Beyond this point the decrease is resumed. 


The 


vessels not certified to carry passengers show 4 
decrease without a break, even without taking account 
of the proportionately greater numbers required on

vessels manned largely by lascars. The average 
numbers of the deck staffs on such vessels of between 
2,000 and 8,000 tons gross was, for each thousand 
tons, 5°5 persons, a figure which was reduced to 4 in 
the vessels between 4,000 and 6,000 tons and to 2 in 
the vessels between 10,000 and 14,000 tons. Above 
that size all the vessels employed were certified to 
carry passengers, and their crews included 3°3 persons 
in the deck staff for each thousand tons, compared with 
49 in vessels between 6,000 and 10,000 tons and 8°4 in 
vessels between 2,000 and 4,000 tons employed in the 
foreign trade and certified for the carriage of passen- 
gers. ingine-room staffs show generally similar 
relations, with the exception that, from 3,000 to 8,000 
tons the numbers are closely proportional to the 
tonnage, group by group, and a higher figure is shown 
for vessels of 8,000 to 10,000 tons. This break in the 
continuity of change appears to be due to the consider- 
able numbers of lascars included in the engine-room 
staffs of these groups of vessels. When due allowance 
is made for this the proportion of engine-room staff to 
gross tonnage decreases continuously from group to 
group as the tonnage increases. In vessels between 
4,000 tons and 10,000 tons gross the numbers of 
lascars employed in the engine-room amounted to 
more than two-fifths of the total engine-room staffs. 
The staffs, other than those in the deck and engine- 
room departments, varied somewhat irregularly with 
the size of the vessels. It reached a minimum of 1°6 
per 1,000 tons gross in vessels between 4,000 tons and 
6,000 tons, and rose rapidly as the size of the vessels 
increased from that point. ‘The separate consideration 
of cargo vessels, while diminishing the range of varia- 
tion very greatly, leaves its character practically 
unchanged. 
CREWS IN PASSENGER VESSELS, 

The results of an analysis by departments of the 
crews employed in vessels which held sea-going pas- 
senger certificates, and were registered in the United 
Kingdom and in the Isle of Man, is shown in Table V. 
on page vill. The figures in respect of passenger 
tonnage in employment do not, of course, show the 


extent to which the available passenger accommodation - 


was utilised. An atterapt has been made to show the 
principal trades in which the vessels and seamen were 
employed on the censal date in 1927, but as a number 
of the voyages extend to two of the routes for which 
particulars are shown, the classification lacks absolute 
precision. In determining the trade in which a vessel 
has been classified, the method adopted hag been to 
record the vessel as employed in the route on which 
the buik of her passengers were carried (e.g., a vessel 
mainly employed in the Australian trade, but also 
carrying passengers to or from South Africa, would 
be recorded as in the Australian trade only). In the 
group ‘“‘ Other Trades,’’ the majority of the vessels for 
which figures are included did not hold Board of Trade 
sea-going passenger certificates, but it is known that 
they were employed in local passenger carrying trades, 
chiefly in Eastern waters. 

It will be seen from the above-mentioned table that 
474 steam and motor vessels with a gross tonnage of 
4,192,966 (2,503,998 net), and with crews numbering 
77,078, were enumerated as employed in the foreign 
passenger trade on 31st March, 1927, and 89 steam 
vessels with a gross tonnage of 125,907 (55,100 net) 
and crews numbering 3,221, as in the coasting and 
home passenger trades. In addition to these steam 
vessels, 21 motor vessels, of 189,246 tons gross 
(114,265 net), with 3,179 crew, were recorded as 
employed in the foreign passenger trade. The gross 
tonnage of the passenger vessels (steam and motor) 
represents more than 28 per cent. of all tonnage 
employed in the foreign trade on the censal date and 
nearly 12 per cent. of the total coasting and home 
tonnage. The crews employed in the foreign passen- 
ger trades comprised 47,167 British, 3,098 foreigners 
and 26,818 lascars; of the latter about 23,000 were 
employed in vessels trading either to, or in, Eastern 
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waters. Only 9 foreigners were employed in the pas- 
senger vessels recorded in the coasting and home 
trades. 

The number of vessels in each of the trades specified 
and their gross tonnage as a percentage of the total 
tonnage employed in passenger trading is shown 
below: —

In considering the percentage of tonnage employed 
in the several trades, it should be remembered that 
the number of vessels required to maintain a service 
of given frequency varies with the duration of the 
voyage, and that passenger traffic to and from certain 
areas is subject to seasonal variations. It may be esti- 
mated that the gross tonnage (British registration) 
employed in the passenger trade between the United 
Kingdom and the North American Continent is nearly 
50 per cent. greater in September than in March (the 
month of the censal date). Passenger movement to 
the United Kingdom from India (including Ceylon) 
and from the Far East is most active in the second 
quarter of the year, whilst the return movement to 
those countries is greatest in the fourth quarter. 
Emigration, as distinct from passenger movement, is 
generally most active in the spring and early autumn. 
A comparison of the gross tonnages of the principal 
vessels (British registration) employed in carrying pas- 
sengers between the United Kingdom and places out- 
side Europe and the Mediterranean Sea during March 
and September, 1927, shows that about 20 per cent. 
more tonnage was so employed in the later than in the 
earlier month, about two-thirds of the increase being in 
the North American trade. Information as to the 
seasonal fluctuations in passenger services carried on 
by vessels registered in this country, on routes not 
touching United Kingdom ports, is not available. 

The classification of the vessels according to their 
gross tonnage has been made in accordance with the 
relative number and importance of the vessels recorded 
in certain tonnage ranges, but where a tonnage group, 
containing particulars of only one or two vessels, did 
not enable any characteristic differentiation to be 
made, it has been merged into a group of wider tonnage 
range. In the North American trade, the first group 
shown in the table contains 2 vessels of 4,000 to 6,000 
tons gross, 8 of 6,000 to 8,000 tons, and 3 of 8,000 to 
10,000 tons; the South and Central American group of 
3,000 and under 6,000 tons gross includes 2 vessels of 
8,000 to 4,000 tons; the East Indian trade had one 
vessel of 2,000 to 3,000 tons and one of 3,000 to 4,000 
tons; one vessel of 4,000 and under 6,000 tons was 
employed in the Australasian trade; 2 vessels of 2,000 
to 8,000 tons and 8 vessels of 14,000 tons and upwards 
have been merged into the first and last groups re- 
spectively of the South and West African trades. Of 
the 89 vessels employed in the coasting and home 
trades, there were employed in the coasting trade 21 
vessels of 1,000 and under 2,000 tons gross, 3 of 2,000 
and under 3,000 tons gross, and 16 of less than 1,000 
tons gross; other home trade vessels included 37 of 
1,000 to 2,000 tons gross, 10 of 2,000 to 3,000 tons 
gross, and 2 of less than 1,000 tons gross. 

The largest vessels were employed in the passenger 
trade to and from the North American Continent, the 
average gross tonnage of the 58 vessels in this group 
being about two-fifths greater than that of the vessels 
in the Australian and New Zealand trade, nearly

double the average tonnage of vessels trading to South 
and Central America, and more than double that of 
vessels employed in the Far Eastern and African 
trades. The largest number of vessels in any one 
tonnage group (112) was recorded in the 6,000 and 
under 8,000 tonnage range. 

The relative importance of the staffs in the three 
departments of passenger, and of other, vessels, is 
shown below by a comparison of the persons employed 
per 100,000 tons gross of shipping at the censal date 
in 1927: —

It will be seen from the above table that the 
numbers required in the deck department differed little 
as between passenger and other vessels, whilst the 
greater power of the engines in passenger vessels is 
reflected in the relatively larger engine-room staffs of 
those vessels, as compared with other vessels. It is 
also of importance that the passenger vessels included 
in their engine-room staffs a larger proportion of lascars 














than were serving in other vessels, namely, 44 per 
cent., as against 29 per cent. ‘The catering, etc., staff 
of all the passenger vessels enumerated was, on 
average, six times as large as that required for non- 
passenger carrying vessels, and the total crew required 
tc run a passenger vessel averaged about 80 per cent. 
greater than that of a vessel of similar size employed 
otherwise. Considering the vessels in the class 14,000 
tons gross and above (all of which held passenger certi- 
ficates), the numbers employed per 1,000 tons gross 
were deck 3°3, engine-room 4°0, and stewards, etc., 
12°6; the catering staff and others attending to the 
requirements of passengers and crew in this type of 
vessel thus represented over five-eighths of the total 
crew. 


VESSELS BELONGING TO THE ISLE OF MAN AND 
THE CHANNEL ISLANDS. 


The vessels belonging to the Isle of Man which were 
employed in sea-trading on 81st March, 1927, 
numbered 27, with a gross tonnage of 7,401 (3,208 net), 
and the total number of seamen employed was 
254. The corresponding particulars for vessels be- 
longing to the Channel Islands were 26 vessels, aggre- 
gating 7,182 tons gross (8,609 net), the total 
number of seamen employed being 175. All the 
above-mentioned vessels were employed in the coasting 
or home trades, and 86 per cent. of the gross tonnage 
was steam.
